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The machine looks better in the flesh. Craftsmanship is excellent. 


ROAD TEST:

Traditionally, the BMW R-60 has been 
the motorcycle against which all other 
touring bikes have been measured. With 
its great smoothness and comfort, ample 


power, excellent craftsmanship and 
quality, and famous reliability, it 
provided the Bayerische Motoren 


Werken with a certain unique place in 
the motorcycle world. 

In recent years, the interests of the 
American buying public have shifted 
towards machines with a more sporting 
accent. Of course, any motorcycle is a 
sporting proposition but the American 
buyer has shown a popular interest in 
machines with a performance image and 
flashy styling. To answer this demand, 
BMW made several changes. They 
introduced telescopic forks on all of 
their models. They changed the styling 
to what they felt the US market was 
demanding. And they introduced the 
750cc R75/5 which offered improved 
performance. 

The R75 and the different demands 
of consumers brought a change in the 
image that Butler and Smith, the 
importers, were attempting to create for 
their machines. For awhile they focused 
attention on the telescopic forks and 
played up the handling. They showed 
pictures of the BeeEms being used off 
the road. The telescopics supposedly 
made it suitable for that kind of use. 
Next came the ads that assured us that 
the cylinders of the flat twin wouldn't 
ground and that the machine could be 
cornered hard. Most recently the ads 
have switched to a very Teutonic 
looking gentleman sitting out in the 
middle of a field with a buzzard or 
something perched on his shoulder. This 
we suppose is supposed to be the rich 
sporting man of leisure, who knows and 
enjoys good craftsmanship and can 
afford it. 

The later niche is probably the one 
that the BMW properly belongs in. The 
BMW is sporting even if performance 
isn't one of its strong points. It is 
expensive ($1808) POE and the superb 
craftsmanship shows why. It isn't a 
crotch rocket for the Drive-in GP 
hot-shoe. It is a machine for the more 
mature rider. 

The power plant is the familiar BMW 
opposed twin. The opposed engine has 
seen service in many applications. VW, 
Porsche, Corvair and others have used 
opposed-type engines in automobiles. 
Aircraft have used the opposed engine. 
(Incidentally, the emblem comes from 


BMW R-60 n. 


spinning airplane propellor. The WWI 
BMW Logo lives on.) The opposed twin 
offers certain advantages for 
motorcycling applications. It sticks out 
there in the wind., It is quite a low, with 
a consequently low CG. 

The engine is famous for its 
smoothness. Ours was velvet smooth at 
highway speeds. At low engine speeds, 
however, there was some vibration. It 
was a low frequency, non-irritating one, 
and went away when you developed a 
few R's. At 70 mph it is so smooth that 
you may wonder if it's running. 

The transmission is rather tall and 
inhibits performance. The tallish first 
gear won't make any friends among the 
quarter-mile set, but anyone who wants 
to drag a BeeEm is missing the point. 
The. traditional ‘‘clonk” is still there 
when you shift. This is the only real 
noise that the engine or transmission 
makes. Megaphone freaks, go away. The 
dry clutch is very positive but lacks a 
little in terms of progressiveness. It isn’t 
one that you can slip smoothly for a 
block. With the kind of low end that the 
beast has, clutch slipping isn’t called for. 

The R60 finds a claimed 46 
horsepower at 6800 “UPM”. The 750 
has 57 and the 500 puts out 36. 
Through 2a combination of uses, it 
managed about 50 mpg. With four and a

Looks are always a controversial 
point.

It 
definitely looks better in the flesh than 
on film. Before you pass judgment, go 
look at one. This year chrome has been 
tacked on liberally and the tank shape 
has been altered. Ours was finished in 
black with . white pinstripes on the 
fenders. (BMW) stands for Black Mit 
White some say. The R60 is also 
available in white or silver. 

People used to less lavishly finished 
machines will be surprised to find that 
the pinstripes are real paint and not 
decals. Welds, if you can find any, are 
excellent. There is very little steel in the 
machine. Abundant use is made of alloy 
and plastic. The fenders and headlight 
shell are plastic. (The rear fender is no 
longer hinged so tire removal will be a 
little more difficult.) The whole thing 
weighs about 450 pounds. 

It may be the most comfortable bike 
around for two-up riding. The seat is 
long and wide and has the proper 
resilience. The forward part is slanted 
down. ‘It’s a minor pain around town, 
since it causes the rider to slide forward 
under braking. At cruising speed, 
however, it blends right in to the 
required crouch. It enables you to lean 
on the wind. The passenger pegs may be 
just a little far forward for optimum 
comfort. 

The BMW features a lot of nice 
touches. Electric starting is standard. 
The switch on ours shorted out and 
occasionally cut in at idle. There is a 
cut-out to keep it from doing so at 
anything above the minimum tick-over. 

The high-low beam switch 
incorporates a flasher to warn cars of a 
pass or approaching an intersection. The 
BMW turn signals are the only ones that 
anybody seems to have taken any time 
over before they hung them on a bike. 
They are activiated on the right switch. 
We will register a gripe about the 
indicator light. It was forward on the

was that the signals often were left on. 


We would switch the position of the 
turn indicator light with the neutral 
light and change color. 

The tool box was neat. It was under 
the seat, lockable and waterproof. We 
found that it contained one of the best 


tool kits seen on any motorcycle. Good 
tools, and lots of them. Things like a 
5000 volt-proof screwdriver and tire 
irons. Hot dog. It also contained a 
wipingrag and some little instruction 
booklets in several languages. In short, 
this dandy little compartment held

tools, a polishing cloth from the Palmer 
House, language lessons, and still had 
room left over for one small buzzard. 

Strangely, there was no trip meter 
and the speedo had no tenths. The latter 
isn’t ‘really needed, but it something 
that will occupy your mind while going 
down that long, lonesome highway. The 
left mirror was reverse threaded so that 
wind pressure would tighten it. The key 
is a big, simple push-in affair. Some 
people liked it, some didn’t . It was easy 
to find in a crowded pocket. Good 
lights for high speed. 

Thè big B is a nice bike to ride solo in 
the fog because of its silence and 
smoothness. Fog is peaceful and the 
R60 nfatches. It is a good bike to ride 
two up transcontinental It was one of 
the few bikes that people in limousines 
look envious of. It is unobtrusive and 
respectable. Our machine had no plates, 
but we were never stopped. It isn't the 
ego extension that some machines are. 
If it is an ego extension at all, it is for 
the unobtrusive ego, one that is 
interested in biking rather. than being 
looked at. 

You don't need to describe it to the 
people who will buy the BMW R60 — 
they know. It is a machine that you 
don’t worry about. It isn’t a 
performance machine. It is OK around 
town and excellent on the highway, 
especially two-up. All motorcycles are 
sporting, just by being motorcycles, but 
some are different. Some have the 
accent on elegance. They are less flashy, 


subtle; swooping rather than quick. The 


BMW R60 is such a machine.

In applying for 
membership in IFOA, each of us 
authorized you to “...represent my 
interests as an owner of a four-cylinder, 
high performance motorcycle". Your 
actions are directly contrary to our 
interests and we demand that you cease 
advocating further restrictions on the 
sport of motorcycling and officially 
contact each and every lawmaker and 
agency whom you have already advised 
and clearly reverse your position. 

It is very unfortunate that a few 
motorcyclists, as is the case with any 
group, so disregard the rights of others 
that we are all given the blame. You 
refer to the need for laws. There are 
laws in existence now which protect 
private property and insure peace and 
quiet. It is apparent that the problem in 
your area is largely due to a lack of 
enforcement of existing laws. The facts 
show that there are many more 
off-the-road motorcyclists than road 
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riders in California. Dirt riders could, 

perhaps with more justification, cite the 

misbehavior of a few outlaw riders as 

grounds for making it illegal to ride a 

bike on the street. Surely, this is no 

solution to the problem, exactly as 

yours is no solution. Mr. Sanford and 

‘others have done so much to advance 

the interests of California riders that we 

cannot now permit you to blindly and.

COLUMBUS, OHIO, June 25, 1972 — 
Mert Lawwill waited until lap 17 of the 
20-lap Charity Newsies Half-Mile 
National to take the lead by passing Gary 
Scott in turn three. It was the same spot 
where Scott had grabbed the lead from 
Lawwill on the seventh lap. Lawwill 
held off the rookie to put Harley in the 
winner's circle for the Milwaukee firm's 
third National win in four weeks. 

"Gary went wide in turn two and I 
8ot a good run on him down the back 
straight," was how Lawwill described 
his taking Scott in turn three. Lawwill 
was backed up in the pits and in the 
winner's circle by last year's Newsies 
winner, Bart Markel. Markel had 
originally planned to be back in action 
today but, on doctor’s advice, will wait 
a few more weeks before getting back 
into competition. 

The race for third, fourth and fifth 
was a tight contest between Chuck 
Palmgren, Don Castro, Gene Romero, 
and Dick Mann. 

Gene Romero (Tri) sat on the pole 
(inside) by virtue of his fast heat win, 
Dick Mann (BSA) and Gary Scott (Tri) 
also heat winners, lined up along side 
with Norton rider Frank Gillespie, 
Triumph mounted John Hateley, and 
Mert Lawwill (H-D) rounding out the 
front row. 

Harley dominated the back row with 
Rex Beauchamp, Dave Sch, Cal 
Raybom, and Larry Darr all riding the 
Milwaukee brand. Chuck  Palmgren 


(Yam) and Don Castro (Tri) rounded 
out the field. 

Lawwill dove into turn one from the 
outside pole.to take the lead with 
everyone bunched behind. Mann passed 
Romero on the back straight for second 
only to lose it to Romero, Scott, and 
Palmgren after going wide in turn four. 
Across the line, it was Lawwill by five 
bike lengths followed by Romero, Scott 
closing in, Chuck Palmgren, Dick Mann, 
and Rex Beauchamp. 

Scott made his move on lap seven, 
going under Lawwill in turn three, and 
it began to look like Scott might pick 
up his first National. Lawwill appeared 
to have motor on Scott and stayed close 
waiting for the rookie to make a 
mistake. Romero and Palmgren played 
"pass *em" and **who has third?" to the 
large crowd's delight. Mann began to 
have trouble with his line again and fell 
back to seventh place on lap ten. 

Scott went wide again on lap 17 and 
this time Lawwill rolled it on to pull 
Scott on the back straight and dive first 
into turn three, taking over the lead. 
Meanwhile, Don Castro made his move 
to get by Romero and Mann began to 
press, also. 

Romero went wide on lap 19 and lost 
more ground, suddenly finding himself 
in seventh place after challenging for 
most of the race. 

Lawwill and Scott continued their 
duel until the last lap when Mert 
widened his lead to win by a healthy 
margin. The new alloy Harley obviously 
has motor on everybody. Chuck

As a result the riders who 
have the course wired usually win unless 
they are outpowered. Riders with less 
time on the track don't have a chance. 
It would be nice to see the AFM try to 
open up some other courses. They 
might try to get at Cotati again. Unless 
they do there isn't going to be any 250 
mile Production race this year. They 
could also take a crack at Anzac or 
Whiteman. Whiteman was closed 
because of the nearby residences. and 
noise, but it seems that if properly 
muffled production bikes were run that 
this wouldn’t be a problem. One man 
can save the AFM from dying of 
boredom: Gavin Trippe. With his 
position as promoter he could by-pass 
much of the red tape that the hierarchy 
of the AFM becomes involved with. The 
AFM is a democracy and has to cater to 
the wishes of all of its members. 
Unfortunately, one or two members 
seem to find a sympathetic ear to 
complain to about any proposed 
changes, and nothing ever seems to get 
done. Trippe has already started a series 
of pro events which was needed. He 
seems to be the man to make AFM road 
racing what it once was. Something 
needs to be done.

One week ago last Sunday they 
met in highly secretive meetings and 
decided to have speedway team racing. 
Yes, the kind of team racing that is in 
effect everywhere else that speedway in 
popular. It seems that there will be four 
teams here in SoCal and they will 
correspond to the four tracks that are 
currently running. 

The promoters did it, apparently, the 
right way because the word is that they 
held a rider draft. The draft was held 
like a NFL football draft and 
twenty-four riders were drafted on the 
first day of the meetings. 

According to one of the promoters, 
who preferred to remain anonymous, 
“The final horsetrading of riders should 
be completed by this weekend.” That 
reference was to the Sunday that has 
just passed. The word "horsetrading" 
we take to mean changes of team riders 
between teams like football or baseball. 

The team scoring appears to have an 
interesting pattern as it was explained to 
us. The races will have two riders from 
each team squared off in a scratch race 
and points will be awarded in this 
manner. The winner will get three 
points for his team, second will get two 
and one point for third. If a team scores 
a "sweep" in a heat (first and second) 
they will be awarded six points, or a one 
point bonus for Sweeping. 

The complete team lineups were not 
available at press time but the unofficial 
word on team leaders is like this, Orange 
County will be led by Tricky Rick 
Woods. The Irwindale team leader is 
Wild Bill Cody. Bakersfield, the only 
team with a name as we go to press will 
be led by the current national champ 
Mike Bast. The Ventura team has Sonny 
Nutter as the number one man. Because 
of the fact that rosters are not ready for 
release yet we don't care to speculate on 
the rest of any of the teams at this time. 
The name of that Bakersfield team is 
the “Bandits” which seem appropriate 
because their team leader Mike Bast can 
steal wins away from anybody when he 
is hot. : 

So now you’re asking what's the 
advantage in team racing? Well, if 
speedway in America ever intends to 
mature any riders enough to give the 
Europeans a bad go in things like the 
World Pairs Championship we have to 
start making the riders aware of how to 
conduct their riding style while on a 
team. Another example is the recently 
past Australia trip by many of the 
better speedway riders. These fellows 
needed more experience as team 
members to help garner the points 
necessary to defeat the Aussies. 

Team racing has its good points. The 
biggest one that the fans will notice 
right away is the "defensive" type of 
riding that will be employed by the fast 
riders to help their slower team member 
through the traffic. Another thing that 
will surface quickly is the old “I’m 
going to pay you back in the next race" 
type of riding which will probably 
punch many holes in the crashwalls. 

Many of the newer riders will benefit 
from being teamed with faster riders 
who will do some tutoring to help them 
along. It should provide excellent action 
especially when you consider that the 
Handicap half of each racing program 
will remain unchanged. Yes, that's right 
the scratch races are the only thing that 
will be displaced on the nights that team 
racing is in effect. 

The only thing that this writer can't 
understand goes like this. The teams will 
only be identified by those silly strap on 
vest like goodies that the English use. 
The idea of team racing is neat but the 
uniniatiated fan will hardly be able to 
understand without something bright 
big and colorful to identify the team 
that he is rooting for. 

Why not have something like a 
football jersey or motocross jersey 
which the rider would slip on over his 





leathers for the team races. They could 
even have the names and numbers of the 
team members. Everyone in the stands 
could easily see who is on which team. 
Who knows? Maybe there would even 
be a market for the jerseys to the fans. 
The only person I would like to see 
wearing one of those silly vests off the 
race track would be Miss R. Welch. 

By the way, it will sure be nice to see 
Tricky Rick Woods back racing this 
weck after his one week forced 
vacation. Question for you Rick, If you 
had known it was going to cost one 
hundred dollars would you have 
punched him any harder?

Woods’ seven day suspension takes 
effect immediately which means he 
missed Thursday evening’s racing 
program at Irwindale Raceway as well as 
races at Costa Mesa, Ventura and 
Bakersfield.

The Rocky Mountain Trails 
Association held its annual Expert Cup

was a waterfall consisting of a series of 
moss covered rock steps.

THE YANKEE TEAM 
PREPARES FOR THE ISDT — 
PART | 


The Yankee Motor Company is one of the 
world’s smaller manufacturing and 
distributing firms, one might even say 
miniscule when compared to the Oriental 
giants. Yet it has consistently fielded one of 
the best American teams in ISDT 
competition. Last year in the ISDT at the Isle 
of Man they were denied the Vase Team 
status but competed anyway as a 
Manufacturer's team and proceeded to turn in 
a better performance than either zof the 
official Vase teams, earning two golds and a 
silver. Although they admittedly cannot ride 
as fast as the blindingly fast (and young) 
Pentons, they managed to snatch a victory 
from under the noses of the Pentons at Trask 
Mountain through a better understandings of 
the rules. 

At the Bad Rock Trial, the Yankee team 
was mounted on their own new machine, the 
Yankee 500 twin. They did well, collecting 
again, two Golds and aSilver, for third spot in 
the Trade Team competition. Since they are 
not well known in the West, | asked them for 
a CN interview. 

They had just completed a very difficult 
184 mile ride. They had not even had time to 

‘change from their wet Barbour outfits. But 
Dave Latham suggested that we find a sunny 
spot on the lawn. He, Charlie Vincent and 
David Eames sprawled in a semi-circle and 
talked of many things. 

Dave Latham, bespectacled, serious, 
occasional sardonic, defused some of ‚the 
questions that | probably shouldn’t have 
asked, while exuberant Charlie Vincent 
sprinkled the area with lighted conversational 

- matches. David Eames, on leave from the 
Navy and filling in for Don Cutler on this 
round, for the most part just lay there quietly 
digging the scene but he jumped in 
enthusiastically whenever the talk turned to 
his father's pride and joy, the famous 
Berkshire Trial. 

My role turned out to be more moderator 
than interviewer and the interview turned into 
a conversation which | invite you to share. 
CN: What did you think of this run (the 
Bad Rock Trial)? 

Latham: It was good. They did a good 
job. There's just a little too much road 
on it, and they've got to do a little bit 
better job of arrowing next time. Other 
than that, it was a terrific run. 

Vincent: For their first time, I think 
they did a great job. They haven't had * 
very much experience in doing this kind 
of thing, and the only way you learn 
about things like how to set up arrows 
on trees, is to do it wrong a couple of 
times and get hollered at. 

CN: Do you think they realize that they 
did wrong? 

Latham: Oh, yeah. These people are 
very good, you know. They listened to 
suggestions, and I think they're willing 
to learn. 

Ron: Did all three of you ride at Trask 
Mountain last week? 

Latham: No, Dave (Eames) didn't. 

CN: How do the two runs compare? 
Vincent: This, I think, is a little tougher 
terrain: more rocks, more mud, but the 
road sections were what made it kinda 
easy, really. You had places to make up 
the timé you lost in the woods. 

` Latham: Actually, the real thing that 
made it easier was that the checks were 
so far apart. You very often had 40 or 
45 miles, so if you did have any trouble, 
you had plenty of time to make it up. 
Most of the sections were only one hour 

long in Trask, so if you made a 
five-minute mistake, you were in 
trouble. Here if you made a five-minute 
mistake you had plenty of extra mileage 
to work back against that.

In case you missed the June 6 
“Arizona Dirt” column here is a rehash 
with an update: The federal government 
is out to see that everyone has a place to 
work free of health hazards — this 
includes motorcycle shops and 
motorcycle race tracks. This protection 
comes about under a Congressional Act 
called OSHA. 

The update is: During the first six 
months the law was in, effect, about 
9,300 businesses were checked for 
compliance with health and safety 
standards by federal OSHA inspectors. 

About 60 percent of the businesses 
were cited for non-compliance and were 
given citations which resulted in fines 
totaling $364,000. Most were paid 
without appeal by the violators. 

Another 20 percent of the firms were 
found guilty of minor hazards that did 
not-result in citations. Only 20 percent 
of all the businesses were found free of 
health and safety hazards. That’s a 5:1 
ratio against employers. 

With typical governmental efficiency 
the OSHA people have started churning 
out lists and chartsto guide employers in 
conforming to the regulations. 

The chart below gives a schedule of 
fines for every OSHA violation from a 
bike mechanic spilling oil on the floor 
and not cleaning it up ($1,000) to a 
$10,000 fine for shoving your friendly 
OSHA man into the path of the 250 
Professional class at Carlsbad.

Eureka GP

EUREKA, UT. june 11, 1972 — 
Sunday's Eureka Grand Prix was the 
first Grand Prix in Utah and one of the 
few races in the country to run on city 
streets, sponsored by the Firebirds M.C.

By the seventh lap, however, he 
was first, with a two minute lead over 
number two. A lot can happen in 12 
miles, but Peter came in right on 
schedule with most of his lead intact. 

Second Overall went to Dennis 
Packard, one of  Utah’s top 
motocrossers. Third went to first lap 
leader John Harrelson. Cal Crosby was 
fourth, and Bruce Hacking was fifth, 
and first Amateur. All four of these 
riders were on Open class machines. 

The Firebirds did a good job running 
the race, under some heavy odds. Their 
biggest disappointment was in not being 
able to include any paved roads in the 
course. The original plans were to run 
right up Main Street (one of the few 
paved roads in town), and they got 
permission from the city to do so.

The long 30-minute motos told on 
almost all the Expert riders, as they had 
on the Juniors. Control got sloppier and 
near getoffs more frequent as the 
minutes wore on in Moto Two. The 
ruggedness of the course was also a 
revelation to many Southern California 


riders more used to the glorified 
scrambles tracks used for MX. 
In the second moto for the 


middleweights, Greg Robertson once 
again built up a substantial lead, 
pursued by Terry Clark (Hus) who was 
riding two classes back to back, and Jeff 
Wecker (CZ). Marty Tripes emerged 
from the pack for the first time during 
the day. 

With two laps to go, the order got an 
abrupt shuffling when Clark broke a 
chain and was out, and Robertson lost 
his front number plate. Tripes was in 
the lead. Marty started motoring around 
almost effortlessly, while Robertson 
rode one-handed, holding his number 
plate in front of the bars with his left 
hand. He ran second, then third, finally 
dropping back to fourth. It’s hard to be 
competitive, using only one hand. This 
unsettled the 250 overall prospects for 
Robertson.

The two ran away from 
the rest of the pack and were several 
hundred yards ahead when Hershey 
went around Bill S. Right at the end,

Gabe 
Dick (CZ), from Reno, overcame years 
of bad luck and breaking bikes at 
Mammoth to run second, third, fourth 
and elsewhere in the top six during each 
of the three motos. Extremely good 
show for a D-36 Amateur. 

The final leg looked like a replay of 
the Silverthorne-Hershey me first, you 
first dirt-spraying and. berm-moving 
contest. Silverthorne held off Hershey 
for lap after lap but Hershey just wore

On the whole, everyone really 
enjoyed the half-mile, especially the 
fans.

Racing, has announced that the AMA | 
will require all competitors entered in 
the  Inter-AMA and  Trans-AMA | 
motocross series to race with mufflers 
meeting established AMA standards. 

The decision came after a meeting at 
AMA headquarters in Worthington, 
Ohio June 13 which included Coe, 


Director of Competition. Don Woods, | 


National Motocross -Referee John 
Lancione, and Associate Director Ed 
Youngblood, 

Youngblood, AMA’s delegate to the 
technical committee of the FIM, was 
consulted in regard to European 
reaction. He stated, “Several European 
nations require mufflers in national 
competition just as we do, and at this 
time several delegates to the technical 
committee are attempting to get such 
regulations written into the 
international code of the FIM. After our 
efforts in the area of noise control, it 
would be a step backward to let these 
events run unmuffled at this time." 

Competition Director Woods adds, 
“We will have to draft supplementary 
regulations to be approved by the FIM 
since these races run under international 
sanction, but we expect no objections 
since many of the European riders that 
will be entered are accustomed to 
muffled exhaust systems already. 
However, for those that may not be 
properly prepared, we will see that 
facilities for installing silencers are 
provided at each event.”

One of the compensations for those 
who call themselves motorcycle 


journalists is the rare opportunity, that 
presents itself every solar eclipse or so, 
to combine a fine new bike with open, 
varied. terrain and some good-riding 
buddies. It finally happened and I went 
around grinning for days. It was one of 
those rare situations with which it's 
hard.to find fault, but I managed. More 
about that later. 


Warren Burrell, of American 
Motocross in Fullerton (you may have 
seen some of their other German 
machines in the local MX tracks) made 
available one of the new, 
never-before-tested, there-aren't-too- 
-many-in-the-states-yet 175 Penton 


Jackpiners. He also made available a few 
hundred acres of private, near-virgin 
land high in the Tehachapi mountains of 
Southern California. It had to be a trail 
rider’s dream come true. I’ve been 
motoring on tracks for the last year or 
so and had forgotten about that aimless 
kind of wandering with a bike and a 
buddy, tackling terrain challenges and 
popping over the hill to see what’s on 
the other side. The terrain and the 
Penton Jackpiner reconverted me. Ron 
Schneiders may even get me out to an 
enduro, if it could be on a new Penton. 


A lot of people have been waiting a 
good while for the larger KTM-powered 
Pentons to arrive in this country. On 
balance, the wait was probably worth it. 
Dedicated Penton freaks will know it 
was worthwhile. John Penton runs a 
taut ship and leans on the KTM people 
enough so that you can be sure when a 
Penton is marketed, it’s ready. 

The Jackpiner that was subjected to 
miles of club-footed, heavy handed 
thrashing through woods, up hills, and 
over desert was the motocross model, 
which means only that it didn’t have 
lights. It is identical in almost every 
other respect to the Enduro model. 
Actually, the enduro kit is an add-on to 
the basic machine. The 175 seems to 
combine the lightness and responsive 
handling of the new 125 Penton with 
the added power of a mildly tuned 250. 
The bike tested was honestly out of the 
crate, so there is probably a lot more to 
be extracted from the big-finned flat 
black KTM engine. 

One interesting feature of the new mill 
is that it operates in two distinct power 
bands. There is a low region that is quite 
comfortable for picking your way 
through tight trees, over boulders and 
doing stand up trials-type work. Then 
there is a high region where the engine 
develops power that is definitely 
competitive. Wick it up there and you 
really fly down fire roads or across open 
desert. The characteristics of the engine 
ask for the six-speed KTM gearbox to be 
used, and it is a real pleasure to do so. 
(Another advantage of the six 
evenly-spaced gears is the flexibility as 
to the type of competition event in 


which you can use the machine.) There 


was never a missed shift in a full day of 
riding, and that was the first time on the 
bike. The box seems to prefer the 
assistance of the clutch, but it's not 
really necessary. Clutchless shifts should 
be an acceptable rule for most MX and 
"go-quick" competition. ` 

The engine is a very tractable beastie, 
and will poke around indefinitely 
without complaining er loading up. The 
massive finning also seems to do the job 
of dissipating enough heat so that power

loss from heat buildup during long 
desert charges isn’t noticeable. My 
major complaint was that the darn thing 
would die or start sputtering at the top 
end in most gears. Since the Penton 
comes equipped with an Amal 
concentric carb, I immediately pointed 
the finger at the (in my opinion) awful 
Amal. Mutter, mutter, adjust the air 
screw, that’s better but still not 
perfect...runs a bit cleaner. “A giant 
fault found with the Penton”, went the 
review in my head, “the Amal is a dog, 
and the engine doesn’t have all the 
beans it should.” 

Well, it turned out that in re-jetting 
for the altitude, the main jet in the carb 
hadn’t gotten twisted in tight enough. A 
few hundred vibrations later, it had 
rotated loose, though not completely 
out. A multitude of sins was thereby 
explained. The only -conclusion I can 
draw from that experience is that an 
engine (OK, and a carb) that performs 
that well with incomplete jetting is 
really outasight. Of course, the KTM 
motocross machine, which shares the 
same basics, has been doing all right in 
the European GPs. 

The Jackpiner abounds with. details 
that reflect- the serious thought and 
attention that are Penton hallmarks and 
true of all his motorcycle designs. 
Self-locking aircraft nuts are at all 
critical places, including the axles. 
Audible click three-position petcocks 
(two of them) make shutting off and 
going on reserve without looking a snap. 
The tank holds 3.2 gallons very 
compactly. Ceriani forks and Girlings 
with 60-90 springs are a tremendous 


enduro type adjusters. That muffler doesn’t make any enemies. 


combination for the weight and 
geometry of the machine. Extra large 
triple clamps of KTM design hold the 
forks to the frame. The upward 
sweeping pipe is tucked out of the way 
with a large muffler that makes it very, 
very quiet. There is more engine noise 
than exhaust noise from the 175 Penton 
so far as a rider can hear. The still air 
box is tucked away where no water can 
get to the filter. American Motocross 
replaces the dry filter with a K&N 
before it gets out the door, Stock 
waterproofing is pretty decent, based on 
the Penton ISDT experience, no doubt. 

A couple of items come up a bit 
short, by comparison. The skid plate has 
a nice mud deflector on it, but is not 
wide enough to completely protect the 
engine cases. They are exposed to the 
cruel world. Penton does offer an 
accessory bash plate that protects 
everything. The seat is all right if you sit 
in exactly the right place, otherwise 
there is not enough padding and the 
frame and fender are definitely 
noticeable through the foam. I’m no 
lightweight but prolonged sit-down 
riding could get to be a drag. All 
controls fall in place just great if you’re 
5’10” or thereabouts. 

Probably the nicest thing about the 
175 Jackpiner is that it’s versatile. It’s a 
lot of things the other so-called 
multiple-purpose bikes should be. It will 
give a good account of itself in 
motocross (Though you may not have 
to worry about having the top two 
gears. ` Sixth is strictly for roads, 
anyway.), but it will do all the other 
dirt things nicely. It’s one competition 
machine you could buy for your wife 
and she won’t feel as though she’s been 
had. Average ladies can actually ride it. 
It’s that tractable. 4 

You can buy a 175 Penton and go 
trophy in the desert on it, finish an 
enduro without too much trouble, run 
with the 250s at your local motocross

track, or just take it out for a ride. John 
Penton may not have intended it, but 
the Jackpiner represents a return, at a 
sophisticated level, to the competitive 
multi-purpose dirt bike. 

The Jackpiner is not an economy 
scooter at a retail of $1050, but if you 
look at it as an investment, it makes a 
lot of sense. It will do all the stuff your 
current "stable" of specialty machines 
will do and do that stuff just as well. 
Available in July.

BOISE, ID., June 25, 1972 — It was 
supposed to be another year away, that 
day when the Star Spangled Banner 
would be played and the Stars and 
Stripes waving high, proclaiming victory 
for an American in an international 
motocross event. Not only should the 
Star Spangled Banner have been played 
today, but played with much gusto, and 
the Stars and Stripes should have been 


the biggest available. 
Today saw Gary Jones, 
Yamaha-mounted, from Hacienda 


Heights, Ca. become the first American 
to win overall in an international 
motocross event held in America. Win?, 
Hell! he thrashed 'em, smoked 'em, 
blew ’em in the weeds. He won the first 
moto by more than a 40-second margin. 
He won the second moto; he won the 
third moto by more than 40. There are 
just not words available to describe the 
absolute superiority of the combination 
of Gary Jones and 250 Yamaha. 

Every moto, from the drop of the 
starting gate to the last tick of the clock 
that signaled the end of the 30-minute

motos, there never once was any leader 
except Gary Jones. 

No one could get close enough to 
Gary to even challenge him, not even 
four times world champion, Torsten 
Hallman, mounted on a similiar 
Yamaha; not Torleif Hansen on a 
Husqvarna, not Arne Kring on a Husky, 
not Dave Bickers on a CZ. Bob Grossi 
couldn't get close on his Husky. 
Kawasaki mounted Brad Lackey and 
John DeSoto, handicapped by brand 
new and unproven machinery, didn’t 
have the combination to catch Gary in 
what can only be described as an 
absolutely superb performance of 
motocross artistry. 

The best that Torsten Hallman could 
do was in the first moto. He finished 
second, some 40 seconds behind Gary. 






That second place finish was more or 
less handed to him in the wings of a 
mistake. Jim Weinert, Yamaha-mounted 
teammate of Jones, was solidly in 
second place ahead of Hallman, also 
factory mounted, when he ran out of 
gas on the last lap. 

The first moto was also John 
DeSoto’s best ride of the day, on the 
brand new Kawasaki 250 prototype. 
From that third place finish, it got to be 
a very long day for John, as he 
experienced many engine and handling 
problems. He re-injured the foot that he 
stove-in at Tahoe and was walking with 
a great deal of effort. 

Brad Lackey, on an identical 
Kawasaki, hadn’t even seen his scooter 
until the morning of the race and, like 
John, had nothing but problems. 


However, Brad stayed with it, getting a 
third place in the second moto to finish 
the day’s efforts with seventh overall. 
Brad's third in the second moto came 
behind Torleif Hansen in second place, 
Hansen's only finish for the day. 

Dave Bicker' got the second place 
finish in the third moto on his CZ, just 
ahead of third place finisher, Arne 
Kring. Hallman and Bickers put in two 
of the three or four steady rides of the 
day. Hallman, along with his second 


- place finish in the first moto, then 


picked up eighth and fifth place finishes 
for second overall, Bickers adding a 
ninth and sixth for third overall. Peter 
Lamppu rode steady, if not 
spectacularly, to finish fourth overall, 
earning Montesa a spot in the top five, 
while Maico-mounted Bill Cook from 
Oregon was fifth overall with eighth, 
ninth, and tenth place finishes. 

Its somewhat difficult to write a race 
report when ther is no contest for the 
Number One spot. There were dices and 
personal duels, certainly, but they 
weren't for first place. Jones had an 
absolute lock on that, so anything else 
could only have been for second place, 
and there's an age old saying that goes 
something like, “nobody remembers 
who finished second." Essentially, this 
whole. report could have been written 


with two names, Gary Jones and 
Yamaha. 
The most revealing and graphic 


testimonial to Gary’s brilliance today 
was told to me on the plane ride back to 
Los Angeles by none other than the 
General Manager of Husqvarna West, 
Everett Brashear. He related that Torleif 
Hansen came back into the pits, totally 
beside himself, and said in so many 
words: “Last year I was lapping this kid 
and today I can’t even get close to 
him.” 

With the appearance of the Diffbrake 
folks and their big Winnebago 
motorhome, all of the racers are finding 
the assistance provided by Russ Shreve 
and Gene Sims a tremendous help. They 
not only help with their welding 
equipment, grinders, and other tools 
when needed but they are making the 
winners feel like real winners. The 
winner of each moto gets that big bottle 
of champagne and a kiss from Dolly 
Diffbrake. 

The third bottle Gary won today had 
the cork popped and didn’t last long as 
it made the rounds of all the Jones 
crew. Then, of course, they have the

Typical of many international 
motocrosses in France, La Sequiniere 
offered a full day of festivities. The 
participants in the afternoon program 
included three American riders, Bryan 
Kenney and two Californians: John 
Barclay and Michael McQueen. 

Many spectators came with the hope 
that the McQueen advertised was Steve 
himself, but Michael proved almost as 
rewarding with his flashy red, white and 
blue shirt and full brush moustache. 
After all he could be a distant cousin! 

To open the festivities after morning 
practice, all the riders wheelied down 
the highway to the nearest town hall on. 
their knobby-tired machines. This was 
an attention getting device to induce the 
townspeople to attend the race. Once 
gathered on the central square, riders 
and organizers clinked aperitif glasses to 


_ the afternoon ahead. 


-After a two and a half hour lunch 
break, the next item on the program 
was rider introduction. To begin, two 
self-conscious toddlers were pushed to 
the front of the rider line-up on 
mini-bikes for a demonstration of 
France’s three year-old motocross 
potential. Next a Salvation Army-type 
band started up, and the riders were led 
to their respective flags. 
` Personal introductions listing each 
riders accomplishments, a round of 
handshakes with the big shots, and the 
riders were ready to stand at attention 
under a hot sun while the volunteer 
musicians struggled .through seven 
national anthems. Although 
professionalism in the presentation, the 
afternoon was turned into a spectacle of 
top quality racing. 

The track was primarily a test of how 
well you could maneuver tight corners 
and avoid sharp rocks. During practice 
many of the riders were madly

Some highlights included Mike 
Anderson (CZ) starting out with a 20 
seconds lead to win the 500 Expert 
moto. In the second, D. Sherman (CZ) 
got the early lead and held it until the 
third lap ‘when Mike shot by in a short 
straight and then stretched out his lead. 
A class surprise was Chuck Minert on his 
BSA 500 who moved the big thumper 
like a greased pig and kept everyone else 
back to take third. 

The bigger bikes showed they could 
go, but the real riding of the day was 
seen in the smaller classes. In the 125 
Inter., Bob Maxwell (Bul), led the first 





least five flats during the course of the 


afternoon. 

The strongest rider of the day was 
Jan Johansson although several slight 
problems added up to handicapped day. 
As a result Christoph Specht, a German 
Maico super, bettered the Swede two 
heats out of three. 

The second heat was Specht’s 
undoing: a bent brake pedal slowed him 
down just enough to lose the overall win 
to Johansson. Gordon Adesett, England, 
and Wolfgang Muller, Germany, ranked 
third and fourth in front of AMXT 
captain Kenney. 

It looks like we’re back in the groove 
now. Bryan’s hand has finally settled 
into a permanent bend, the Maico is 
fast, and the AMXT can be looking 
forward to an improved season. 

The other two Americans, Barclay 
and McQueen finished out of the top 
ten. Barclay, whose style improves with 
every race, couldn’t keep his Husky 
upright. A-collapsed swing arm bushing 
kept his morale right down on the 
ground. 

M. McQueen was obviously not 
accustomed to European circuits; a 
couple of severe endoes sidelined him 
for several laps. Nevertheless he pushed 
himself to keep going and finish each 
heat. 

Through the grapevine, we hear that 
Mark Blackwell has had some 
unfortunate run-ins. Two fifty dollar 
traffic fines, one blown-up Mercedes, 
and in Switzerland the sole of his boot 
fell off as he was passing a lead rider, 
enough hassles for a year in just two 
weeks! 

With three weeks break before the 
next round of GP's, we all split for 
international events in different corners 
of Europe. We will be meeting Mark 
soon to plan our next assault on the GP 
scene. For now that's about it.

FINDING CARBURETOR AIR 
LEAKS 


]t is amazing how many riders will 
blame a seized piston (or a holed piston) 
on improper timing or improper jetting. 
One of the many causes of these 
catastrophies is the carburetor air leak. 
This is not a leak in the carb itself, but 
an air leak between the carburetor and 
the cylinder. 

In the old days, it was usually from 
tightening the carb down too tight and 
causing the mounting flange to bow and 
let in the air to lean the mixture, but 
motorcycles have become much more 
complex. The rage now seems to be to 
see how many things you can put 
between the carb and the cylinder. This 
is usually in the form of a metal 
carburetor adaptor, or else a section of 
rubber with a couple hose clamps or 
what have you. Each time there is a 
joint between the carburetor and the 
cylinder, there is another chance for an 
air leak. Even on some new machines 
there is a rubber connector used to hold 
the carb in position. This isolates the 
carb from engine heat and vibration. 
The main problem is that after a few 
years, this rubber is attacked by the 
ozone in the air and sometimes cracks 
all the way through. The rider's problem 
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then is to find out if he has an.air leak 
problem before it costs him money. 

The easiest way I have found to 
check for these leaks is with a small four 
or five ounce plastic squirt bottle such 
as comes with hair conditioning kits 
that your wife uses to tint her hair. 

Start the engine and set it to idle as 
slow as it will with an even tick-over. 
Fil the bottle with gasoline and 
carefully (I mean carefully. Smokey the 
Bear doesn't dig fires, so make sure 
there are no bare wires that could cause 
a spark) squirt it around the 
connections and the rubber connectors. 
If the connections are sucking air, you 
will be able to tell by the tone of the 
engine as it will definitely change, in 
fact if it is bad enough, it will probably 
stumble and die. 

I cannot caution you enough to be 
careful when doing this because of the 
fire hazard, but you do not have to 
drown the engine with fuel, just squirt a 
little around each junction. If you have 
a duo carb outfit, after you have 
checked one side,wipe it off and proceed 
to the other. 

One thing that may lead you to 
suspect an air leak is if you have to set 
your idle air screw quite a bit richer 
than the manufacturer’s recommended 
setting to get an even tickover at idle.

GETTING GREASE 
DAMAGE GREASE ZERKS 

"In the first place, the word zerk is a 
misnomer, at least on the imported 
motorcycles. It appears that the grease 
fitting known as a zerk fitting is a 
patented item and this is the reason that 
the imported machines use the type of 
fittings that they do. If you have tried 
to grease your machine at the local gas 
station, you have probably run into a 
little bit of difficulty. It was for this 
reason that Sta-Lube developed their 
small hand operated grease gun. It not 
only fits the smooth type of fittings 
found on the English and Japanese 
machines, but will work equally well on 
the American zerk fittings. In fact, 
Yamaha at one time included a small 
grease gun in their tool kit. 

As most machines only have two or 
three fittings, most riders tend to ignore 
having their machine greased, but 
remember if the factory did not think 
that these particular spots warranted 
greasing, they would not have installed 
the grease fittings. It is just a matter of 
preventative maintenance to grease 
these fittings at the allotted time as 
specified in your rider's handbook. 

If you should find that the grease 
doesn't want to enter the fitting due to 
damage to the face of the fitting (one 
advantage of the zerk fitting is the 
lock-on principle), you can place a rag 
over the fitting and apply the grease gun 
so the grease is forced through the rag. 
This will seal it, and the grease will go 
directly into the desired spot. If the 
nipple has been damaged badly enough 
that this will not take care of the 
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something you will find in the tool box 
of the average home mechanic, 

If you ever find yourself confronted 
with this problem, you might try taking 
a short piece of rübber hose such as gas 
line or whatever would be of the proper 
size and slipping it over the tip of a 
screwdriver. With this extension on the 
end of the screwdriver, just wedge the 
bolt or nut into the end of the hose and 
reach in with the screwdriver and start it 
in position. After it is started, extract 
the screwdriver and the hose and tighten 
it up with the wrench. 

Sometimes it is a little difficult even 
with this bit of help, but it is not half as. 
frustrating as trying to do it with your 
fingers (which suddenly tum into 
thumbs) or worse still, dropping it into 
some still further unobtainable spot 
which may require you to dismantle 
something to get at it. ! 


MAKESHIFT CANDY-AXE

EVEL KNIEVEL AND WICKED WARD

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I would have thought it only happens 
in movies — the star injured so he can't 
perform, the understudy gets his big 
chance to go on and thus is propelled 
toward stardom in his own right. But I 
saw it happen in what passes for reality 
last week in Atlanta. 

Evel Knievel never stood so tall as 
when he reached down to help young 
Robert “Wicked” Ward up to the 
heights of stardom. The King of 
Stuntmen had broken his back while 
testing a new Harley-Davidson in a 
practice jump the day before the big 
show. Against the advice of the best 
physicians, Knievel, true to tradition, 
decreed that the show must go on. He 
demanded to be shot full of Zilocaine 
(12 times more powerful than 
novacaine) and vowed that he would 
jump the thirteen vehicles from Capital 
Cadillac as promisied. 

But doctors convinced the 
courageous Knievel that what he wanted 
would amount to a spinal block, and 
would render his lower body numb and 
useless. Moreover, to quote the medical, 
prognosis, “Mr. Robert Knievel...has. 
been advised by Dr. Robert Wells that 
any activity other than remaining 
completely flat on the ambulance 
stretcher carries great risk of possible 
neurological difficulty (paralysis) and he 
has been specifically advised that such 
activity should not be attempted." 

Denied the pain-killer, faced with the 
certainty of permanent paralysis if he 
jumped the next day, Knievel 
telephoned his young acolyte, 
24-year-old Ward, and asked him to 
stand in. “This is my show,” Evel told 
him. *You'l have to do it my way." 
Ward readily agreed. 

Ten thousand fans watched in hushed 
emotion as Knievel was wheeled out on 
the track on a stretcher. Paled by 
excruciating pain, he was placed astride 
his motorcycle where upon he spoke. 
briefly to the crowd. 

Then, while those of us who knew 
the normity of the risk he was taking 
held our breaths, Knievel asked to be 
push-started. Quickly the engine fired 
and strong men wept openly as The 
King roared twice down the length of 
the mile-track straightaway, executing 
four beautiful, hundred-yard wheelies 
for the awe-struck crowd. 

We were still apprehensive that 
Knievel would attempt the last jump of 
his life there and then, but the 
punishment of his spinal cord inflicted 
by the strain to his broken vertebra all 


but robbed him of consciousness. 

Still astride the motorcycle, propped 
up by two friends, he called for the 
microphone and introduced Bob Ward. 
Three Cadillacs and four vans waited 
between the ramps. 

Back on his stretcher, Knievel 
whispered to Ward, “Start out with 
these seven, and if you want to jump 
11, go ahead. 

“Don’t worry about going too fast or 
too slow. Just be in third gear. As you 
make your test runs, I'll be right here 
letting you know if you're going fast 
enough." 

Ward, a native of Buffalo, N.Y. now 
making his home in Atlanta, nodded his 
head, climbed on his cycle and soared 
with ease over the seven. His right hand 
flew from the bar upon landing and Evel 
noted this. 

"| think you ought to leave well 
enough alone,” Knievel whispered in 
Ward’s ear. “Forget any more jumps 
today.” 

**Y ou're the boss,” replied Ward, who 
had wanted to jump all 13 cars as Evel 
would have. 

“Pd like him to join me in my act,” 
Knievel told a reporter as he was being 
wheeled back into the ambulance. “If 
any promoter ever needs a 
recommendation for the kid, he can 
write to me in Butte, Montana. Just 
‘Evel Knievel, Butte, Montana!" 

So Wicked Ward, the kid who was 
trying to make it alone, received the 
biggest boost of his life. "This man is 
the best; he's Number One. What can I 
say?” Ward choked with emotion. 
“What bigger honor can that man pay 
me?” Knievel paid Ward $2,500 for his 
appearance. 

“My longest of about 15 jumps was 
15% cars in Buffalo,” said Ward. “I 
spent four months in the hospital after 
that with broken ribs, wrist, shoulder 
and leg.” Ward is scheduled to jump 20 
Honda cars at another Atlanta race 
track the following week. 

Knievel, after being fitted with a back 
brace, said he would attempt to jump 
seven vehicles at Oklahoma City on. the 
same date.

In Defense of Freedoms

Mr. Bill Robinson’s outraged letter in 
the June 13 CN says that as President of 
the International Four Owners Assn., 
Inc. he was understandably reluctant to 
turn against all off-road motorcyclists 
but, due to the repeated depredations 
he has suffered, he has come to the 
conclusions that all dirt riders “must be 
legislated to remote areas’’, that “there 
must soon be laws making it illegal to 
ride a cycle in any but designated 
areas”. Evidently, Mr. Robinson is 
confident that such areas will always 
turn out to include the public highways, 
the place where he chooses to do his 
own thing. 

Mr. Robinson says the people causing 
him so much trouble disregard plainly 
posted property boundaries to tresspass 
on his land, which is not, one gathers, 
undeveloped, ^ unfenced, unposted, 
unidentified wasteland. Am I to 
understand that this is not now 
prohibited by law? 

Mr. Robinson says the people causing 
him so much trouble actually cut his 
fences in order trespass on his land. Am 
I to understand that this is now now 
prohibited by law? 

Mr. Robinson says the people causing 
him so much trouble physically 
endanger residents. Am I to understand 
that recklessly endangering other 
persons’ life and limb is not now 
prohibited by law? 

Mr. Robinson says the people causing 
him so much trouble deliberately harass 
his livestock and actually cause serious 
physical injury to his livestock. Am I to 
understand that these things are not 
now prohibited by law? 

Let us put this question to Mr. 
Robinson, and urge him not only to 
answer it, but also to consider its full 
implications: What is it that the people 
causing you harm and loss are doing 
which is not already prohibited by one 
or more existing laws? 





It is already. illegal for anybody, 
motorcyclist .or not, to cut Mr. 
Robinson's fences, enter his land, and 
injure his livestock. In other words, the 
people he is concerned with are already 
criminals. If he has any complaint at all, 
and I surely think he does, it is clearly 
against the sad fact that his government 
passes laws but then does not enforce 
them..except where it finds it 
convenient to do so. 

Surely Mr. Robinson is keenly aware 
of the punitive class-legislation directed 
against road-going motorcyclists, and he 
has no doubt fought against it. Yet how 
successful can his defense against such 
attacks be when he himself advocates 
applying the identical principle against 
off-road motorcyclists? 

Only because Mr. Robinson is the 
President of the Intemational Four 
Owners Club does this behavior seem so 
outstandingly irrational and 
self-defeating. The truth of the matter is 
that most of us, most of the time, are 
Mr. Robinsons. 

Long ago I predicted that the survival 
of motorcycling depended on a race 
between the development of sound 
political consciousness by motorcyclists 
and the surmounting of normal 
bureaucratic inertia by government. 

Today we have at least that minimal 
level of political consciousness among 
motorcyclists whereby some of them 
will and do write letters to their rulers, 
and that is certainly a good thing. But 
this level of development will, prove 
ultimately futile if leaders, like Mr. 
Robinson, fail to work towards the 
resolution of deeper contradictions. 

While the so-called political 
workshops of the AMA have some 
limited value in helping motorcyclists at 
least to be heard by their governments, 
something much more basic is sorely 
needed if motorcycling is to survive as 
an expression of human freedom and

Our 
shoes, because we are walking on 
sidewalks and they need the money to 
redecorate the offices in the state 
capitol? 

Not this time. If they want $15 from 
me, they can come get it at gun point. 

Aligned with this grass-roots 
movement is one of the most respected, 
law-abiding clubs in the desert, Sled 
Riders MC. Sled Riders, with sixty 
active members, have agreed that until 
this law is proved constitutional they 
will -not register their dirt bikes, and 
they will work to pass the word to 
others who own off-road vehicles. 

Snowmobile owners in the State of 
Colorado recently did just what I am 
advocating we do. They were supposed 
to register their snowmobiles. They did 
not do it. The government did nothing 
about it, perhaps realizing that they did 
not have a legal leg to stand on. Or 
perhaps because without the registration 
money the state did not have the money 
to enforce it. 

What I propose is twofold. First, do 
not buy that sticker. Second, call 
everybody you know and tell them not 
to register their vehicles. 

I sent the following telegram to 
Governor Reagan: 

d strongly oppose the‏ ا 
Chappie-Z'burg law requiring‏ 
registration of off-road vehicles. I‏ 
respectfully request you use your‏ 
influence to have this law repealed as I‏ 
feel it violates both my personal rights‏ 
and dignity and is discriminatory against‏ 
vehicles as opposed to hikers,‏ 
rock-hounds and horses. I will vote for‏ 
the representatives who work for my‏ 
freedoms. (signed) Respectfully yours."‏ 

The telegram, which I sent by 
picking up the phone and calling 
Western Union, cost $2.15. If you send 
one that is less than 15 words it only 
costs $1. Do it. Now! 

Movements such as ours have changed 
bad and discriminatory laws before. We 
can do it with a simple telephone call. 

If you would rather ride at 
Saddleback than in the open desert, you 
can do that right now, and you don't 
need that little green sticker to do it. 
You can ride any place where you have 
to pay to get in. That is private land, 
though I know the government would 
tax you to ride there if they could find 
a way to do it. But I delight in the 
freedom of the open desert. I try not 
to disturb anybody. I do not violate 
others’ rights. I take my trash home 
with me and I break no laws. 

These lawmakers who would chain us 
are like cripples who hate dancers. Like 
an ox who loves his yoke and says the 
elk and deer of the forest are vagrant 
things. They have no love of life and 
they would chain and gag us so that we 
cannot enjoy our lives. They don’t 
know how to live and they hate us for 
living so fuffy. 


Our law makers say that we wild ` 


stop bike thieves. Street registration of 
motorcycles sure doesn’t stop it, and a 
large percentage of stolen bikes are 
Harley Hawgs. Now who is going to ride 
a Hawg in the desert? No, they aren’t 
going to recover your stolen bike with 
your money and they aren’t even going 
to slow down the 
bike-rings. They might make the 
non-professional thief think a little 
harder before he snatches your bike, but 
you can slow him down by putting a 
chain on your bike when you aren't 
using it, and the money you spend on 
the chain does not go into some 
congressman's pocket.

` pox on you, MAB, and your ancestors

For me, I intend to continue to ride 
in the open desert. I encourage you to 
do the same. 

If you are afraid that the law is going 
to get you, you can get around them by 
registering your bike for the street. I'll 
be happy to loan my lighting equipment 
to anybody who wishes to make their 
bike street-legal for inspection. 

I am not suggesting that we break the 
law. It is a bad law and we should 
change it now. Meanwhile, it is foolish 
to give the government your money to 
fence you into a so-called park. 

Go to the phone now and send a 
telegram to Governor Reagan, or to 
your congressman. And while you are at 
it, add “Vote no on the helmet law."

THEY'RE TAKING 


LAND AWAY 

One of the biggest guns in the Sierra 
Club's arsenal of offensive weapons 
against motor recreation is the National 
Wilderness Preservation System. Once 
an area is designated as “wilderness”, 
you are not allowed to ride a bike or 
other motorized vehicle within its 
boundaries. 

This year the U.S. Forest Service is 
deciding to include a lot more acreage 
under its Wilderness System. Areas of 
traditional use, such as my favorite 
riding area, around Kennedy Meadows 
in the Inyo-Kern National Forest, are 
being proposed as "wilderness." The 
entire state of Idaho above the elevation 
of 5,000 feet is being proposed as 
“wilderness” by the Sierra Club. 

Never let it be said that recreation’s 
enemies, the ultra-preservationists, are 
not clever. By pushing hard on the one 
issue of wilderness designation, they can 
lock the gate on recreation and 
development both with one key. The 
key is the word “wilderness,” which the 
Sierra Club loosely defines as anyplace 
that they want to keep recreation and 
development out of. It doesn’t matter if 
the wilderness they want is laced with 
power lines, dotted with farms or 
useless to anyone except motor-bikers. 
The idea is not to preserve unblemished 
nature in its wild state, but rather to 
force motor recreationists out. 

During the last two weeks of July, 
the U.S. Forest Service will conduct 
public listening sessions at selected 
locations in the East and South. In 
Texas, they will hold hearings in 
Houston at the Great Southern Life 
Insurance Building, L.S. Adams 
Auditorium, 3121 Buffalo Speedway on 
July 25, and in Lufkin in the Home 
Savings & Loan, 606 E. Lufkin Ave. on 
July. 26. Two sessions will be held each 
day at 2 p.m. and 7 p.m. 

The Sierra Club will be there with 
their | usual emotional, irrational 
arguments. We can only hope that they 
will be counteracted by enough 
interested, intelligent common people.

There's 
lots of that too. We just don't use it on 
the Berkshire. 

Vincent: You've got lots of trails up 
there. He (Al Eames) could put 
probably eight to ten days worth of 
trails together. No repeats either. 

CN: One of the things that has been 
mentioned a couple of times is that 
there might not be sufficient trail up 
there that you could use without being 
hassled. 

Latham: In the past..how many years 
has the Berkshire run?...we haven't used 
the same route twice.It's always been 
different. Some sections that can take 
the traffic you'll see popping up. When 
people don't mind it, then you can use 
them over and over, because they're a 
good way of getting from here to here 
and connect you up with some other 
trail. But you never run the same 
combination and you never re-use trails. 
CN: Has this series of qualifying rounds, 
been a legitimate way of picking the Six 
Day teams? 

Latham: It’s been excellent. We’ve had a 
good variety. I think it’s been fantastic 
training. Right now I’m in better shape 
for riding than I’ve ever been in my life. 
Just getting up and traveling and

Bart Markel has been showing up at 
National races such as Louisville and 
Indianapolis. He had stated upon leaving 
the hospital in Colorado that he would 
be ready to race by Columbus on June 
25. But years of racing, into his 
mid-thirties, have slowed the charger 
down, whether he likes it or not. 

Bart did not race Columbus and will 
probably not race until August. Markel 
has been the “Iron Man” of racing in 
modern days, replacing Ed Kretz Sr. 
from another era. Strings, wire, elastic 
cord, tape and metal braces have kept 
Bart going over the years through many 
races he had no business riding — but he 
did and rode well. 

The clock and the calendar are 
starting to catch up and a cooler head 
sets atop thé shoulders these days in the 
twilight of a long, colorful career that is 
outlined in the new book, “The Bart 
Markel Story" that is now on sale. 

The new Half-Mile National at Salem, 
Ore. will be a two day event, with an 
indoor short track and a motorcycle 
show of sorts. It all takes place at the 
State Fairgrounds in Salem on July 8-9. 
The track has been there for years with 
little or no cycle use. The Northwest is 
so TT nuts that they used the big oval a 
few years ago and instead of running the 
oval, they put hay bales down the

middle and raced a TT...or something 
like it. 

For years the AMA national circuit 
was plagued by officials who could not 
seem to get the show started on time. 
Now’ that all three regions have 
competent and experienced chiefs, some 
of the promoters are letting the officials 
and the riders down. At the Louisville 
National, the show was held up both 
Saturday and Sunday due to the fact 
that the promoter did not have the 
ambulances at the track on time. The 
AMA has been much quicker of late in 
fining riders for violations; now perhaps 
they should take a look at promoters 
who are standing in line asking for 
national sanctions. 

A week later, at the Loudon National 
road races, the promoters forgot to line 
up a doctor for the Friday practice 
sessions. Some people fail to realize that 
riders break as easily in practice as they 
do in the real race. Loudon has always 
been plagued with all the bums of New 
England and Canada. This year their 
favorite pastime was throwing rocks at 
the Junior riders during the actual final! 
The hordes of police who are well paid 
to control the crowds had somehow 
disappeared when requested to escort all 
four of the throwers out of the track. 

The most amazed winner in recent 
times was Jim Deehan. He was nearly a 





half lap back of the leaders in the Junior 
final at Indy, running third with less 
than two laps to go. It seems as though 
Jeff March and Howard Lyngaard had it 
won and only had to decide which was 
the winner when they both fell off, not 
at the same time but on two different 
corners! Deehan, a veteran of many 
years of road racing, thought he was 
third when he rolled into the circle. He 
still can’t figure out why he got the gift 
and automatic advancement to the 
Expert class next year. The win was not 
the only surprise. There was also about 
two thousand bucks waiting for Deehan 
from Kawasaki for the last lap win! 

Goodyear had their new dirt track 
tire available. It has been tried at 
Louisville and other tracks and the 
reports are good to excellent. Pirelli has 
had the market cornered since 1959 but 
it looks like they have a challenger now. 
Dunlop K-70 is still the choice under 
certain conditions. Goodyear has been 
trying for years to come up with an all 
purpose dirt track racing tire; it looks 
like a winner. 

Word has it that another first class 
National has been struck down. The 
Arlington Park (Chicago) mile for 15 
grand is out due to pressures applied by 
the nearby citizens who stated the races 
caused, (1) noise pollution (2) dust 
pollution (3) light pollution.

Perhaps this is what the Chicago area 
suffers from the most. They need more 
instead of less light to make it safe to 
walk their streets at night. 

The suburb to the southside of 
Chicago, Homewood, is the site of the 
Washington Park Mile National on 
August 5 which sees it in a different 
light (pun intended). The city council 
welcomed a nile National with open 
arms. Please. do not confuse the two: 
Washington is on — Arlington is off. 

By.the end of July, readers might 
start getting an idea who will be the 
Grand National Champion in 
professional racing this year. Nearly half 
of the first part of the season was 
devoted to road racing where anybody 
and everybody can run in the final. July 
will find two half-miles, a TT, and only 
one road race. August is all dirt track. 

The current point payoff, which 
seems to change every year, pays top 


heavy to the first three riders in any: 


National final. There are a lot of good 
riders who have yet to win a national 
race. Their turn is coming in the next 
five or six weeks. Riders like Gene 
Romero, Dick Mann, and Gary Scott are 
due, or maybe overdue, to start 
grabbing off a big one. 

Who is the best road racer this year 
after four national events and 550 miles 
of actual main event racing? Based upon 
actual results and not on paper, it is 
Gene Romero who has finished in the 
top. three places three out of four times. 
The Trident has not missed a beat since 
Daytone and Gene is scoring better on 
pavement than he is on dirt. 

Castle Rock, Wash., the smallest town 
on the national racing map, hosts the 
8th Annual National TT championships 
on July 15. Californians won there six 
out of the last seven years. Last year 
Oregon’s Sonny  Burres topped 
California's John Hateley at the line in a 
race that all Hateley backers are still 
disputing.

CAL-EXPO? 

A National Championship motorcycle 
race will be allowed on the one mile dirt 
track at Cal-Expo if a bill introduced by 
Senator Ralph C. Dill (Dem-Torrance) 
is approved by the legislature this year. 

Senator Dills introduced Senate Bill 
790 at the urging of many professional 
motorcycle racers and fans who 
participated in the annual Sacramento 
One Mile Championship races previously 
held at the old State Fairgrounds. 

“For twelve years motorcycle racing 
fans enjoyed the yearly championship 
race at the old California State 
fairgrounds, and I can see no reason 
why this new facility at Cal-Expo 
should exclude this segment of our 
citizens from using our publicly owned 
and taxpayer supported state facilities,” 
said Senator Dills. 

Dills further explained ‘that the 
California Exposition and Fair Board of 
Directors have refused.to grant a one 
day motorcycle race on the one mile 
horse racing track, apparently because 
of some opposition on ‘behalf of 
thoroughbred owners who race and 
train horses at Cal-Expo. 

Dills contends that the position of 
the Cal-Expo Board is unrealistic, that 
the Cal-Expo ‘facilities should not be 
reserved for any one segment of our 
citizens, and further that this one day a 
year use of the Cal-Expo track would 
provide some much needed revenue.to a 
state owned facility which has run at a 
deficit since its inception. 

A hearing on Senate Bill 790 has been 
set by the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture. and Water Resources for 
June 29, 1972.

The main reason for this list is that 
duty must be charged. on any items 
taken to Canada for resale. One copy of 
the list should be left with Canadian 
border guards upon entry to Canada;

On 
your return to the states, check out 
with Canadian and American officials 
and show them the stamped copy.

ALL-BIKE DRAGS AT LIONS 


Lions. Drag Strip has announced that’ 


July 2 has been reserved for an all 
motorcycle drag race. Heading up a full 
program of 23 trophy classes will be a 
Competition Eliminator race for all fuel, 
gas, and altered drag bikes. Sharing the 


limelight will be a Street and Street 


Modified combined Eliminator. To 
make the racers just a little more 
competitive, Lions has put up a tidy 
cash purse. 

For the Competition Eliminator there 
will be $100 for the winner and $50 for 
runner-up. Losers in the semi-final 
round of competition will receive 
$25.00. A similar program is slated for 
Street Eliminator with a $75 top man 
and $25 to the runner-up. The semi 
losers will take home $15. 

To add spice to the program, a 16 
bike Honda vs Harley challenge will 
commence with the top 8 bikes of each 
make going for points and prizes. The 
only limitations on the bikes in this 
battle are those set by the NHRA for 
bikes in the Altered classes and below. 

To provide a break for tired eyes, the 
management has come up with a novel 
idea: “Why not have a slow race?”

TECH TRAINING FROM 
CHAMPION 


It may not be the spark plug. That’s 
the crux of the advice that will be given 
to cycle mechanics and enthusiasts 
attending tune-up classes at Champion 
Spark Plug Company’s newly opened 
Western Technical Services Center. 

Champion cited three common causes 
of engine malfunction that affect the 
spark plug life. They are ignition system 
trouble, poor carburetion or improper 
mixture of fuel and oil in two-cycle 
engines. 

Students at the Champion school will 
be reminded that a healthy cycle 
ignition system provides from 16 to 18 
KV, significantly less than an 
automobile’s ignition. Spark plug 
voltage requirements are about the same 
for a cycle or a car, although 
gold-palladium plugs have lower voltage 
needs. Defects like worn spark plug 
wiring or poor timing adjustment can 
deprive the spark plugs of enough 
voltage to fire properly. 

Adjustment of carburetor linkages, 
effective filtration, -correct seating of 
the fuel inlet needle and proper float 
level all affect proper carburetion. These 
should be checked before blaming the 
spark plug for starting or performance 
malfunctions. 


SPARK PLUG CONDITION - 

Champion instructors say that a 
primary cause of premature spark plug 
failure is using a plug of the wrong heat 
range for the cycle. For long sustained 
cross-country operation, a colder plug 
may be best. A hotter heat range may 
be necessary for continuous low-speed 
operation. 

Condition of the spark plug itself can

offer clues to engine malfunctioning. At 
the Champion .school. attendees - are 
taught to recognize these conditions. 

Frequently’ found ^ abnormalities 
include — 


OVERHEATING — Overheating is - 


identified by burnt electrodes and chalk 
white insulator tip. Possible causes are 
the plug heat range is too hot, 
carburetion is set too lean, engine 
overloading, loose carburetor mounting 
or overadvanced basic timing. 

GAP BRIDGING — This condition is 
evidenced by combustion deposits fused 
between the electrodes. A primary cause 
of gap bridging is excessive carbon in 
the cylinder. In four-stroke engines poor 
oil control may be. suspected.. In 
two-stroke engines the causes include 
improper fuel/oil mixture, clogged 
exhaust ports or on models with oil 
injection, the pump is set improperly. 

WET FOULING — Wet fouling can be 
detected by a blackened insulator tip, a 
damp oily film over the firing end or 
carbon layer over the entire nose. 

Possible causes, according to 
Champion Technical Center instructors, 
include the following: Too cold of a 
spark plug heat range; (In four-stroke 
engines) worn oil control ring, worn 
valve guides or overfilled crankcase. (In 
two-stroke engines) excessive oil or use 
of non-recommended oil in fuel supply, 
idle speed too low or idle adjustment 
too rich. Clogged air filter, weak 
ignition output, excessive idling and, on 
models so equipped, improperly set oil 
injection. 


AMA-SANCTIONED ROAD 
RACE SCHEDULED AT 
CHARLOTTE MOTOR 
SPEEDWAY 

Bill Boyce, Manager of Professional 
Racing of the American Motorcycle 
Association, has announced the 
sanctioning of a major non-national 
road race to be run under the popular 
Formula 750 regulations. 

Boyce states, “We have released a 
sanction for professional road races to 
be conducted at Charlotte Motor 
Speedway on September 16 and 17. 
These events are made possible by an 
opening in the calendar due to a recent 
cancellation of the National 
championship event originally scheduled 


at Nazareth, Pennsylvania September 
17. Though the Charlotte road race will 
not pay championship points, major 
Participation is assured due to the 
decision to run under the international 
750cc formula. 

The 1.8 mile super speedway has put 
up a total purse of $10,500 for a card of 
Novice, Junior and Expert class events, 
Practice, Novice heat races, and a 
Novice feature will be conducted 
Saturday, September 16. 

Junior and Expert heat races will be 
run Sunday morning, September 17, 
with the Junior final taking place at 1 
p.m. The feature of the weekend will be 
the Charlotte International 100 for 
Experts on Formular 750 motorcycles, 
getting off the line at 3 p.m. on Sunday. 


NAZARETH NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP MILE 
CANCELLED 

The -Executive Committe of the 


American Motorcycle Association has 
given staff officials of the professional 
racing department authority to cancel 
the Nazareth, Pennyslvania ^ Mile 
Championship, based on the present 
economic uncertainty of the Nazareth 
track. 

Bill Boyce, -AMA Manager of 
Professional Racing, states, ‘The 
committee has taken this action 
following a report on the uncertain 
status of the racing complex. 
Specifically, we are reacting to a U.S. 
District Court announcement that the 
race track, grandstands and more than 
100.acres of land has been set into 
bankruptcy proceedings and will be 
auctioned publicly." 

The Nazareth race was scheduled for 
September 17 and was to ‘award 
American Motorcycle Association 
National championship points.
